ago, Clarence R. 
Collins 
and 
Charles O. Reinecker met death 
the 
morning without a trem o r. 
Shortly before 7 o’clock the warden 
of the W estern 
penitentiary located 
a t 
Rockyiew, 
a short distance 
from 
Bellefonte, appeared l>efore the cell of 
Collins and told him th a t the time for 
his execution had arrived. 
W ithout 
showing any traces of fear of his a p ­ 
proaching execution, the elder of the 
two boys marched out of his cell and 
fbiwn the long, dismal looking corri­ 
dor to the death cham ber. 
There in 
the presence of six witnesses includ­ 
ing 
A rthur C. 
Sentz, constable 
of 
Mount Joy township, the warden and 
a physician, he was strapped on to the 
electric chair at 7:06 o’clock. 
As no 
word to stay the execution had 
been 
received from the governor, the w ar­ 
den turned on the 
electricity and 
at 
7;Id Clarence R. Collins was a corpse. 
The 
exact 
age of Collin* 
at 
the 
tim e 
of his 
death was twenty one 
years, one 
month and twenty 
days 
He was born in Mount Joy township 
on March 5, 1000. 
Work Few Minutes 
Only seven minutes 
elapsed from 


t h e time that Collins was pronounced 
dead until Reinecker was strapped on 
the chair. 
Like his pal 
th e younger 
l*oy maintained 
his brave attitude to 
the last and did not have to be carried 
or dragged to th** seat w hen he died. 
At 7:20 o’clock the current 
of elec­ 
tricity was 
passe<i through 
Rcineck* 
e r ’s body and at 7:25 he was pronounc­ 
ed dead. 
Reineckcr's exact age 
was twenty 
years and twenty one days. 
He was 
bom in Highland 
township April 
4, 
1001. 
The surprising fact that both 
Col­ 
lins 
and Reinecker 
were able to 
go 
through that terrible 
ordeal without 
once breaking down was due to a large 
measure to the efforts of Dr. J . B. 
Baker and 
Dr. H arry Daniels, their 
spiritual advisers. 
For many 
weeks 
these two local 
pastors l a i r e d 
f >r 
hours in 
the cells of the 
condemned 
m urderers purs auding them to think 
of the world beyond and to forget the 
stern realities before them . The night 
preceding their departure 
from G et­ 
tysburg, Dr. Baker stayed in the jail 
until one o'clock in the morning. 
He 
then went to his home for three hours 
sleep, arose, and returned to the jail 
at four o ’clock where he remained u n­ 
til 
the boys began 
their journey 
to 
B ellefonte. 
On Sunday Dr. Baker preached 
in 
W illiamsport anil after delivering his 
sermon there departed for Rockview 
to 
talk and pray 
with the 
doomed 
m urderers during their last few hours 
on earth. 
Remarkable Courage 
Despite their spiritual thoughts it is 


Cumberland counties, Reinecker drew 
a revolver and shot Bushman in the 
back of the head. 
Collins then drove 
the machine through Carlisle to the 
river road in H arrisburg where the 
pair dumped the body along the bank 
of the Susquehanna. 
Robbery was 
their motive. 
On October 24 Collins was arrested 
in VV aynesboro by Detective Charles 
Wilson on the charge of automobile 
larceny. 
The next day the 
prisoner 
broke down and confessed that he ami 
Reinecker had not only stolen the m a ­ 
chine but had 
murderer! 
its driver. 
I ’pnn hearing these words Detective 
Wilson immediately arrested Reineck­ 
er in front of Reich Ie’* meat markr^T, 
Reinecker also confesser! his part in 
the crime. 


Convicted of Murder 
During the Ja n u a ry term of court 
in 1919 Collins was convicted of m u r­ 
der in the first degree. 
On February 
ninth the* jury returner! a similar ver* 
dir t against Reinecker. 
Then started a l< »ng series of pro. 
ceedings which lasted oyer a period of 
more than two years and gave basis 
for the belief that it was the ultim ate 
intention of the governor to issue 
respite until he went out of office in 
1921. 
Counsel for Collin* and Reinecker 
agreed that all further motions Tor 
new trials and pleas before higher 
• courts should be don** only for the fo r­ 
mer in order to save needless expense. 
It was furtherm ore agreed that any 
decision pertaining to the Collins case 
would afTect Reinecker similarly. 
New Trial Denied 
Motion for a new trial in the Col­ 
lins case was presented 
before the 
Adams cf flinty court April IO, 1919, 
Four months and a half later, August 
25, Judge M cPherson handed down His 
decision overruling the motion for a 
new' 
trial.

A fter a lapse of nine months and a 
half Governor Sproul on December 15

to hear a plea f«*r commutation.
